- The paragraph printed in our columns 


last evening, ‘relating to the issue of new 
regulations to ensure better ‘control: over 


-| steam launches moving between ports and 


inland cities, is a measure of some consider- 
able importance. At present the Imperial, 
MaritimeCustoms exerciscs.but little supervi- 
sion overthe native craft, and-considering the 
large amount of traffic intand bylaunches and 
their tows the desirability of taking every pre- 
caution to ensure the safety of the passengers 
"| is apparent. In our own immediate neigh-: 
bourhood this special traffic is ‘growing 
yearly, and while no reliable statistics can 
be furnished the mere fact that Kongmoon 
and additional Ports of Call on the West 
River have been opened’ to ‘uade and the 
iailway to Samshui completed a fresh 
stimulus has beco given to shipping and to 
trade genérally, A very large number of 
Chinese from towns and villages in the 
country around Canton undoubtedly take 
advantage, of the many facilities pro- 
vided fur travelling over the unrivalled 
waterways of the ‘delta, and in fairness to 
those responsible for their safe conduct it 
should be stated that the ‘immunity from 


accidents enjoyed by them is extraordinary” 


and cannot’ be attributed solely to the 
proverbial luck. of the Chinese. . The 
navigation of the native craft is exception- 
ally good albeit at times foreign .travellers 
fear disaster when being swept along by a 
six-knot current or swinging’ around a 


bsharp bend in a stream which ‘is nvarly 


blocked hy rafts or boats. ‘There are times, 
especially when the rivers are swollen, 
that: fatalides have to be recorded, as wit- 
ness the disaster at Kongmoon not.many 
weeks since when quite a ‘number of lives 
wére lost. In this instance, however, the 
calastrophe seems to have been occasioned 
by tie passengers themselves ; for, in their 
haste to board’ a steamer, they tushed to the 
side of the native craft with the result that 
the roof collapsed and many of them were 
thrown into the water, -But the blame was 
evidently attaching to: those in charge of 
the boat ; for had they taken the necessary 
precaution to ensure the better contro! over 
the passengers and. to provide a structure 
of sufficient strength to withstand the weight 
“of those who invariably.crowd on to cover- 
ings to these boats during their journey 
through the “Delta the accident would have 
been averted. The Inspector-General of 
the Ciistoms, recognising that he has but 
{ttle control over these native craft, has now 
taken measures to place the responsibility 
of towing boats cxeceding the number 
settled by regulation, or containing an cx- 
cess of passengers, on persons in charge of 
the steam Taunches.- For such an offence 
‘they will be fined Taels 500 cach time-they 
are found guilty, and if through towing such 
boats any accident, followed: by loss of life, 
occurs, persons in charge of the launches will 
be xeverely punished. At the present time 
native steam Jaunches at Canton have to 
be registered and surveyed , by officials -of 
the Customs, ‘and. in ‘this connection it 
may not be uninteresting to note that a 
Mr: Appleby, who was at one time the 
chief engincer of one of the Chinese revenue 
cruisers, is now acting as_ inspector of this 
craft. in that. city. “The survey ‘of these 
launches is carried out in a manner which 
renders it out of the question for the boats 
to be other than fit for the-work_for which 
Uicy are intended. Of course, it is well 
known that when once they have been per- 
mitted to get into such a condition that the 
“Customs wduld refuse to pass them they go 
under the British flag and serve for another 
lermupon the waters of the delta. At present 
the British Consul-Gencral has made some 
temporary provision for surveying these 
launches, but until such action.is taken as 
will adequately ensure the prevention of un- 
seaworthy craft flying the British flag accid- 
ents of ane sort or another will crop up, 
and loss of life and property will follow. 
If the Customs could exercise control over 
the passenger boats the dilficulty would be 
better met, and’ pending an opportunity. for 
introducing this desirable reform the only 
course open to the officials is to place the 
responsibility for the safe conduct of the 
passengers on the steam ‘craft towing. the 
Peeneer boats.
